BRITAIN AND FRANCE iN

LONDON, YESTERDAY. 

AFTER HOURS OF ANXIOUS STRAIN, DURING WHICH NO IN- 
FORMATION WAS AVAILABLE IN LONDON REGARDING HERR 
HITLER’S REPLY TO THE BRITISH AND FRENCH ULTIMA- 

. TUMS, IT WAS DRAMATICALLY ANNOUNCED IN- BOTH 
HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT LAST NIGHT THAT MUSSOLINI. 
HAD INTERVENED, SEEKING TO PERSUADE HITLER TO WITH- 
DRAW HIS TROOPS FROM POLAND. 

Lord Halifax stated that France and Britain were consulting as to the time 
limit to be fixed. 

No indication of Herr Hitler’s mind on the matter has been idcinconiaes be- 
yond the long delay in replying to the ultimatums. : 

The Foreign Secretary, Lord Halifax, rose in the House of Lords at 7.40 
this evening to make his long awaited statement on the internation- 
al situation. 

Lord Halifax started by saying that no reply had yet been received to 
the warning message given to Hitler. 

It was possible, he said, that the delay was due to proposals by Italy 
that hostilities cease and an international conference be held be- 
tween Britain, France; Germany, Poland and Itglv. £. 

The British Government . appreciated this offer but it mot. possihie. to. rae: 
fer while Poland was being Invaded and her towns, J ombed and when 
‘Danzig had been: taken by force.: 

Britain was bound to:act unfess the German troops were. Withdrawn. Britaln 

‘was in communication with France on the question as to what limit of 
time was necessary for the German withdrawal.

of the floor of the classroom, 

NO OBSTRUCTIONS 

regulations prohibit cubicles 
tr purtitions which may obstruct the 
free passage of air or Ught in any 
Ciiysroum, und om every room the 
tupertcinl area clloted to each pupll 
is not to be less than 10 square feet.

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NAZI ACTIVITY IN US. 
INVESTIGATION: 
GIRL’S STORY OF BUND 


. Washington, Yesterday. 
Having concluded its examination of Fritz Kuhn, 
leader of. the German-American Bund, the 
House of Representatives Committee investi- 
gating un-American activities, is now secking 
to obtain from less prominont witnesses evid- 
ence that the Bund exists largely for German 


Propaganda.

Last year Miss Vooros, who Is no 
Jonger o member of the Bund, ac- 
companied a party of 15 American 
girls and 15 American boys on a visit 
to Germany, which, she sald, was 
paid for by ‘the German outhoritles. 
The object wis to study Nazi pro- 
puganda methods, 


Before sailing in the Germun-liner 
Hamburg she wos entrusted with a 
fetter from the Brooklyn Bund leader 
to a German political official, which 
hshé“delivered to one of the members 
of the crew, a Nazi agent. 


Bund leuders, she testiNed, re- 
fularly submit) reports to “Berlin 
through such politien! agents in Ger- 
man oships docking at American 
ports, 


Miss Vooros stated that Theodore 
Dinkelacker, the leader of the youth 
movement, conducted the party 
to Germany, He Instructed the mem- 
bers to bonrd the Hamburg separate- 
ly, not to address him by his last 
name, snd to talk umong themselves 
cautlously “because Joe Jacobs, Max 
Scehmeling's Jewish manoger, is on 
board." 

The party did not put on their 
Bund unlforms untll after midnight 
and then drilled on a guarded deck. 


TOLD TO TAKE OFF U.8. FLAG 


They were Instructed how-to groat 
Nazi party leadern and what to tell 
them. When she reached Germany, 
Dinkelacker told her to remove a 
small American flag from the Inpel 
of her coat, “beccuse It would in- 
sult Nazis." ae : 
.. OMicers in German ships were in 
Constant contact avith Bund leaders 
ond uctive in addressing Bund mcot- 
ing when In New York. 

Miss Vooros caused a stir by alleg- 
ing that immorallty who rampant at 
the Bund’s Siegfried camp on Long 
Island. 

“I was disgusted,” she said, “and 
left the Bund becnusa the leaders 
would not leave me alone.” 

Kuhn, who announced his Inten- 
tion of challenging the constltution- 
ality of the committes’s methods, in- 
dignantly criticised some of its mem- 
bers. He declared that the inquiry 
would cost the chairman, Mr. Martin 
Dies, his politieal future, 

He falled to impart much Informa- 
tlon about the Rend, which he Insist- 
ed never pledged loyalty to a foreign 
Government, never supported a dic- 
tatorshlp anywhere, received no for- 
clgn subsidies and circulated no 
printed matter sent from abroad. 


CORRESPONDENCE DESTROYED 


He displayed much indignation 
when he was asked whether £600, 
which he guve to Hitler for the Win- 
ter Relief Fund in 1936, was con- 
tributed in part by Bund members 
recelving relict payments from the 
American Government. He argued 
that the point was not ‘moterial. He 


also denled with great heat that he 
owed his ‘position to the fact that his 
brother, Max Kuhn, was a judge of 
the’ German Supreme Court. 

Kuhn admitted that he had order- 
ed officials of the Chicago Bund to 
destroy correspondence with persons 
in Germany. Tho reason, he sald, 
was that he feared the committee 
would muke unfalr use of it, He also 
admitted that the Bund’s newspaper 
prints notices of German broadcasts, 
some of which urge all Germans to 
support thelr Fatherland.

- London, Yesterday. 

Large stocks of essential 
war commodities—particu- 
larly copper, nickel and rub- 
ber—have been taken out of 
store in England and ship- 
ped to Germany in the last 
few weeks, 

Since. the beginning of 
August the.Germans bought 
in London 17,000 tons of 
rubber at a cost of about 
£1,300,000 and 8,000 tons of 
copper at a cost of about 
£360,000. 2 é 


They also brought lerge quantities 
of tin and lead. 

An unusuat feature of these heavy 
Germon purchares has been the in+ 
slstence om very prompt delivery. 

In nearly every instance It was 
stipulated that shipments should 
reach Germany not later than Sep- 
tember 1, eae 

To execute the orders in time, 
heavy withdrawals were made from 
stores in the United Kingdom. 

A third of out stocks of rubber 
anda quarter of our supplics of 
nickel have gone, or are on their 
way, to Germany, 


WAR RESERVES 


It is apparent that the German 
orders were placed with the object 
of building up war reserves. All the 
rubber they have bought is new rub- 
ber, that can be kept in store for 
some time 

A shipment that had just arrived 
from the Eust was bought by Ger- 
man agents, nnd the rest of the sup- 
plies were taken out of London ware- 
houses for them. .

£20,000 REFUSED 


One of the biggest metal dealers In 
the City refused 1 German order for 
£20,000 worth of nickel, but the 
Germans found no difficulty In plac- 
Ing their orders with other firms. 

“As we are not at war with Ger-. 
many, there Js no ground for dis- 
criminuting,” a member of one lend- 
ing metal firm said. “The demand 
for exceptionally prompt delivery, 
however, certainly seems to be 
significant, 

“We can, of cotirae, soon make 
good the supplics that have been 
withdrawn from United King- 
dom stocks.” : 

The Germans huve pald cash for 
their purchases. 

“Most of the rubber that has been 
brought since the beginning of the 
month has alrendy reached Ger- 
many," a member of a City firm 
sald. “There was no secrecy about 
the destination of the purchnses 
when the order were placed.

NEW WORLD LAND 


SPEED RECORD 


MR. JOHN COBB DOES 368 MPH, ON 


\ 


UTAH SALT FLATS 


Salt Lake City, August 23—John 
Cobb, the British racing motorlat, act 
up a new world's land speed record 
to-day of 368.85 mph—over aix 
miles a minute—on e Bonneville 
Salt Flats (Utah). 

In hia northward run he achieved 
a apeed of 370.75 m.p.h., and on the 
return run he did 366.97 m.p.h. 

Cobb has thus broken ‘the 
vious record, held by Captain 
T. Eyston, of 365.5 m.p.h.,-by more 
than 11 miles an hour. He has also 
created a new record for the kilome- 
tre by achicving a speed of 371.50. 

There were only about 100 officials 
and newspaper men ns spectatora on 
the Flats to-day. ; . 

The trouble which caused the en- 
gine to stall at the beginning of the 
return run yesterday wos corrected 
merely by carburettor adjustment, 
and the car was in perfect condition. 

No time was wasted. Cobb took 
off on the northern run, and in less 
than 10 seconds after entering the 
measured mile he had become the 
“fastest man on. earth.” 

The great car flashed over the mile 
ot a speed of 370.75 m.n.h., thus bent- 
Ing yesterday's time for the run, His 
‘Ime for the northward run was 
9.71 seconds, as compared with Ey- 
ston’s 10.10 last year. 


KILOMETRE RECORD 


Cobb covered the kilometre in 
9.08 seconds. at a speed of 367.92 


m.p.h. 

As Cobb climbed out of the cock- 
ait at the north end of the course, 
the mechanics pounced upon the 
sar, stripped It of the shell, wrench- 
‘d off the tyres, replenished the cool 
ing system with ice, and made a, 
complete change of sparking plugs 
{n commendably short time. He then 
made the return run, 

MR. COBB'S CAREER 


Record-brenking ‘is Mr. John 
Cobb's hobby. In everyday Ufe he 
‘s a fur-broker in the City of Lon- 
don, und he spends five and a half 
days each week at business—when 
ho {s not seeking motoring records 
In America ‘or on the Continent. 

Aged 38, Cobb is 6 fi, 2 ins. tall, 
weighs 14 stone, and lives with his 
parents at Esher, Surrey. 

As a racing motorist he js what 
might be called a “gentleman driv- 
er,” owning and paying for his var- 
fous speed cars. He has spent a 
small fortune on his hobby. It cost 
him £5000 last year when he won 
the speed record from Captain Ey~ 
ston, only to lose it the next day.
